NOONDAY SUN INJURY 


Azaleas of the evergreen type and 
rhododendrans often suffer severely 
I rom now* on if they are exposed 
to the noonday sun, which at times 
gets quite warm. Boxwood is another 
evergreen that may be harm ed in 
the same way. The leaf tissues con- 
not stand the extreme fluctuations 
between the noonday sun and the 
severely cold night tem peratures. A 
few* large evergreen bough* draped 
over the plant* often will suffice 
for protection. Still better is a bur­ 
lap screen, but this must be fast­ 
ened to solid supports so that it 
will not touch any part of the plants.

Many of the ornam ental shrubs 
I closely related to fruits, such as

ed in the spring if planting is com ­ 
pleted before buds begin to swell. 
The .solution of “too big" shrubs, 
those which grow too tall or other­ 
wise exceed the space of their origi­ 
nal. lies m ainly in moving them to 
a place where they can expand n a ­ 
turally. not in cutting them back. 
This is particularly true of ever- 


liberal feeding, in order to make 
amends for the lost rooting area 
M ulching Hie soil around shrubs 
with grass clippings and other fine

W here th** sum m ers are hot and 
I dry extra-early sowing is particu­ 
larly im portant so th a t they will be
